The subject matter of claims 1-8 is an el ectrol limi nascent compound 
selected from bi-. tri-. oligo- and/or polynuclear metal complexes 
comprising one fully conjugated bridging ligand coordinated to at least 
two of the said metals. Subject matter of claims 9 and 10 are an 
electroluminescent device comprising the claimed compound and a 1 Qhting 
unit comprising the claimed device, respectively. The dependent claims 5, 
7 and 8 define preferred features like ligands' nature such as hole 
transporting, electron transporting and bridging ligands, respectively. 

The use of charge-transfer transition metal complexes in „^v>con 
el ectrol uminescint devices is standard procedure for the ski led person 
(iS: for example, page 2 lines 30-31 of the current application). The 
application gives no specific examples of any conipl ex which would be 
useful for this purpose. It merely sets out a list of particular ^ 
SrSs tion metals aSd various ligands which might be used without giving 
thflki led person any teaching of how to combine these with a view to 
obLin any specific tJchnical effect. In addition there is no definition 
Sf the tern "fully conjugated" or indi.catioti of how such complexes are to 
be distinguished from those which are "not fully conjugated . 

In this context the subject matter of claims 1-10 is so insufficiently 
disclosed in the meaning of Article 5 PCT and so unclear in terms of 
ArtUll e PCT that it ii impossible to determine the, matter, for which 
nrotection is sought. In these circumstances a meaningful search is 
iSossiblS to car?y out and hence a declaration of no search is issued. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
nventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
Istlbl shed need hot be the subject of an ^ "teniati onal prel imi nary 
pvamination (Rule 66 Ife) PCT). The appl cant is advised that the EPO 
pSlTiJ ihen icti ng as an^ I nternati onal Prel imi nary Exami ni ng Authori ty i s 
Sormally not to carry out a preliminary exarnination on matter which has 
SSHeen searched. This is the case irrespective of whether or not the 
daims are amended following receipt of the search report or during any 
Chapter II procedure. If the application proceeds into the regi onal ^ phase 
before the EPO. the applicant is reminded that a search may be earned 
out during examination before the EPO (see EPO Guideline C-VI, 8.5).
